On one of ay trips out there I had on afternoon press conference, right after 
lunch aa I recall, He started making super-radical conspiracy talk and I had to stop 
him. The conference war, well attended, from there I went to the ABC station for an 
afternoon tal k show I always did and had primised to do, *t had barely started when 
^onn rushed in and asked ee to leave, bp a note, of course, tc be interviewed by the 
station's than TV biggie. I said in a note that I'd be glad to os soon aa the radio 
show wan ever but would not break my word for a man who Had not attended the press 
conference at which I'd been supposed to meet him. I did. 

They'd run out of row in tjiat building, (Ha hinds trom interviewed dq one 
morning after the early morning TV show in the lobby, of all places. Ingrid Bergman's 
daughter. So they had a building at the diagonally opposite comer, perhaps 1 / 4—1 /2 
block away. 3ohn took me over there, to a long and very narrow studio. Camera was 
already sot up and Jam ''auks was waiting. He had the rep of being a tough guy and 
crack invostigstive reporter. 

I'd been on the road for a while and was tired. I used to shed inhibitions easily 
under tho*a conditions in those days, *anks inspired no because* there was no time to 
think, ^e apparently had prepared and memorised a series of dirty questions, all 
angled and prejudicial. To the first one or two I Jjavo careful answers and vont out 
of my way not to underscore hia natural evil and dishonesty. When lie, like a snake 
who has started to swallow, couldn't 3top, I let Mja hove it. In net aero than tliroo 
minutes he turned into the running camera, mike limp in drooped hand and saying 
to the anneraman "That 1 a it" walked right at the camera, dropped over from the waist, 
more at the shoulders, like the Indian into the setting sun. 

Word beat us back to the main building, Joan had said on the way back, nonody 
ever does that to a professional nasty. Everybody wgs talking about the preview of the 
film and its spot on the evening news. X tola tlveo it would not be aired. Including 
news director Hogs r Grimsby or u rigsby, later with C net and in toscow. ^e kept 
after me for leadin copy. 1 finally sug^Bted something like this! 3om v anka is a tough 
investigative reporter, ^arold Weisb erg has written boosts about the assassination of 
President Kennedy. Today they met. his is what happened!
